Extensive investigatioo, and equally extensive travelling on account of the Works already enume- 
rated, necessarily led the Aatfaor to many English cities, where the splendid Cathedrals irresistibly 
attracted his attention and commanded his admiration. 

The English Cathedrals are aniversally acknowledged to be the most important of onr 
National Antiquities. Whether contemplated as objects of Qrandenr, Science, Art, or History, 
they are alike entitled to the regard and admiration of all persons of taste and learning : and are still 
more eminently interesting to the Architectural Antiquary. He views them with peculiar delight: 
examines their construedon, and the various styles of Architecture which they exhibit; inquires into 
their origin, history, epochs of enlargement and alteradon ; and finally analyses them in the aggregate, 
and in detail, with partiality, bot with critical attention. To the Scientific AnUqoary, indeed, they 
present an endless source of mental pleasure and useful instmedon. It is, however, sii^ular, that 
since the dme of Browne Willis, who produced A Survey of the Cathednds,”ml743,no regular and 
complete publicadon has appeared on the same subject : yet such a work is allowed to be a desideratum 
in Andqnarian Literature. Admiidog this, it will be superfluous to expadato on the utility and value 
of a new publication, which embraces all the essential and faithful parts of the former, with the addidon 
of much Historical, Critical, and Arcbieological lofonnadon, accompanied by numerous accurate and 
highly-finished Engravings. 

After examining many of these Edifices, and also perusing all the local guides and other literary works 
that had been published, the Author found that though of the first architectural importance in the island, 
their Histories had never been coUecdvoIy investigated, nor their Architecture correctly delineated. 
With Artists instmeted by practice in bis former work, he resolved to commence a new and improved 
poblieattoo on tliose splendid buildings, and be further resolved to make this more scientific dian the 
former; to render its Engravings superior in execution, and to exert at once all bis zeal and all his 
knowledge to prodnee a work in some degree commensurate to the national character of the subject 
How far he has beensoccessfol, or been able to execute his intentions, he submits to the decision of the 
liberal and discriminatiDg critic. He is willing enough to acknowledge that he has never yet satisfied 
himself, but is still eager to seek that satisfaction by a determination to profit by experience, and to 
reader every new efibrt an improvement, or an attempt at improvement on the fonner. Actuated by 
this motive, be submits to bis frienda and the public a detailed list of the publications be has produced 
since the year 1801, of which any copies remain for sale. Of some of these only a very few are left ; 
and some works which be has produced in the interim are out of print. 

Owing to the fire which destroyed the premises of Mr. Taylor, in Holbom, in November, 182*2, 
and by which deplorable accident above nine hundred pounds worth of nniosured property of the 
following works was consumed, many odd parts and volumes are rendered very scarce.

Wells Cathedral was raised in an age wlum Ecclesiastical Architecture was rapidly advancing towards 
its senith of excellence; — when solidity of form, scientific constroctioo, and rich, elegant sculpture, were the 
objects of the Architect's attention.
